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Business Activity for the 4-week period ending Decem- 
ber 19 was up 11 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 8 
per cent from the corresponding period in 1958, and for 
the first 11 months of 1959 was 8 per cent above 1958 
according to the New York Times activity index.

COLUMBUS 

November manufacturing employment decreased 
fractionally from October employment and 5 per 
cent from November employment in 1958. Manufac- 
turing payrolls in November declined 1 per cent 
from October payrolls and 3 per cent from Novem- 
ber payrolls last year. For the year-to-date, both 
employment and payrolls in manufacturing showed 
gains—6 per cent and 15 per cent, respectively—over 
last year. 

Retail sales in November were 6 per cent lower 
than sales in October, but were 2 per cent higher 
than sales in November 1958. 

November bank debits were down fractionally 
from both earlier months compared. 


DAYTON 

Both employment and payrolls in manufacturing 
declined fractionally in November from October, but 
employment was 5 per cent higher and payrolls were 
3 per cent higher than year-ago November figures. 
During the first 11 months of 1959, all employment 
and payroll figures but construction were higher 
than year-ago figures. 

Retail sales in November were 1 per cent less than 
sales in October, but were 5 per cent higher than 
sales in November 1958. 

Industrial power consumption was 5 per cent high- 
er than October consumption and was 7 per cent 
higher than November consumption a year ago. 


TOLEDO 

From October ito November, manufacturing em- 
ployment dropped 6 per cent, and manufacturing 
payrolls dropped 10 per cent. Employment in man- 
ufacturing was fractionally higher than year-ago 
November employment, and payrolls in manufac- 
turing were 4 per cent higher than year-ago Novem- 
ber payrolls. During the first 11 months of 1959, 
manufacturing employment totalled 12 per cent 
higher than in 1958, and manufacturing payrolls to- 
talled 22 per cent higher than in 1958. 

Retail sales in November were 3 per cent below 
sales in October, but were 9 per cent above sales in 
November last year. 

Industrial power consumption in November was 
fractionally lower than consumption in October, 
even after adjustment for working days. 


YOUNGSTOWN 

Manufacturing employment in November in- 
creased 181 per cent over employment in October, 
and manufacturing payrolls increased 214 per cent 
over payrolls in October, as the steel industry re- 
sumed operations. Current monthly figures in man- 
ufacturing were again higher than year-ago month- 
ly figures, but year-to-date employment in manu- 
facturing was 5 per cent lower than year-ago em- 
ployment. 

Retail sales in November were down 7 per cent 
from October sales and 1 per cent from November 
sales last year. 

Industrial power consumption also showed the 
effect of the end of the steel strike, gaining 87 per 
cent.

STATE RETAIL SALES TAXATION 
By CLINTON V. OSTER 


First Comprehensive Study. This book sum- 
marizes more than two decades’ experience with 
sales taxes by the American states.

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WAGE POLICIES AND WAGE SURVEYS 
By R. STANSBURY STOCKTON 


How, practically, does a business firm deter- 
mine the wage rates to be paid to its employees? 
This is the question, at the core of one of the most 
important and most difficult areas of management 
decision, to which Dr. Stockton’s research is ad- 
dressed. 

For most companies, and for unions as well, 
wage and salary policies today call for payment 
of “prevailing rates for similar work” within the 
community or industry. But the application of 
this seemingly straightforward method of wage 
determination creates problems for those execu- 
tives at the plant level who are responsible for its 
administration. For example: 

* How should “prevailing rates” and “within 
the community” be defined for the purpose 
of making wage and salary surveys? 

* What are the advantages of conducting a 
company survey rather than depending on 
outside sources for this information? 

* Does the installation of a job evaluation pro- 
gram eliminate the need for wage surveys? 

* Can survey data be used effectively if wages 
are determined by collective bargaining? 

For the executive who must answer these and 
related questions, this book now provides practi- 
cal guides, drawn from the actual experience of 
750 Ohio manufacturing firms, as carefully ana- 
lyzed and summarized by the author. It is the 
first study to deal specifically with the problems 
of wage policies and wage surveys at the plant 
level. Special attention is given to the many fac- 
tors that must be considered in designing and 
administering a wage and salary survey. 


The book’s plan of presentation facilitates exec- 
utive reading. Each major subject area is first 
discussed in terms of the basic decisions which 
management must make in formulating a sound 
wage and salary policy. This. is followed by a 
description of the alternative methods and prac- 
tices which may be used to carry out the formu- 
lated policy. Interwoven are actual comments by 
both top management and personnel executives, 
which illustrate and explain why certain types of 
policies and practices have proven successful in 
their companies. 

Prevailing practices among the 750 plants sur- 
veyed are presented in 138 tables. Separate anal-
